Recently a group of private individuals peti- 
tioned the school board for permission to present a 
bond referendum. 

In order to prepare our facilities to 
maintain a quality educational program into the next 
century — the time is now. 

The last bond referendum was successfully passed 
in 1980 for the auditorium. That debt was retired dur- 
ing the 1988-1989 school year and we currently have 
no bond debt. 


Bond referendum ‘98 is a no-frills plan fo prepare 
our schools for the 21st century. These are our imme- 
diate needs: 


Education has seen many changes, including state 
and federal mandates, in the past ten years — CQUs- 
ing a need for additional space. We've added 19 
special education/at-risk programs, classroom COMM 
puters, computer labs and five elementary counse- 
lors.
